An intensive campaign is today 
underway to enlist people in the 
effort to vote the Chaffey audi- 
‘ttorium bonds at the special elec- 
tion Oct. 2. 

The Chaffey school district is di- 
vided into 30 sections, captains 
for each section having been ap- 
pointed at a meeting in the Chaf- 
fey junior college last night. The 


meeting was that of the commit-| 


tee of 100. Milton Chapman, 231 
South Euclid avenue, Upland, is 
chairman of the group. Repre- 
sentative citizens in the district 
are on the committee. ; 
It will be a mighty poor busi- 
ness proposition for the district 
if the bonds are turned down, 
speakers pointed out at the com- 
mittee meeting. Need of the audi- 
torium, the proposed method of 
finaneing and the opportunity to 
get the structure without any ad- 
ditional burden on local. taxpay- 
ers were other points stressed. 


Mr. Chapman effectively appeal- | 


edo the group for active partic- 
ipation in the campaign. N. E. 
Trautman, chairman of the Chaf- 
fey board of education building 
committee, said that-in all prob- 
ability the Chaffey budget will not 
have to be increased to meet the 
bond principal and interest pay- 
ments. 

“If a business man could bor- 
row $10,000 at 3% per cent inter- 
est and with that loan receive a 
donation of $9000, he would im- 
mediately grasp the opportunity,” 
Mr. Trautman said, adding, ‘“‘that’s 
just the situation at Chaffey.” 

Proposed Chaffey bonds will 
bear interest at 3% per cent and 
will be payable in 10 years. Total 
interest charge in the 10 years is 
estimated at $35,000. 

“In other words if the people 
of the district will obligate them- 
selves they will get $185,000 by 
paying $35,000,” the board mem- 
ber explained. . 

As outlined at the meeting, here 
is the auditorium situation: 

The structure is badly needed 
and it should be erected in the im- 
mediate future. Total cost of the 
structure itself will be $300,000. 
The furnishings will cost less than 
$100,000. The PWA (not WPA) 
will pay 45 per cent of the cost if 
Chaffey district will provide 55 per 
cent of the cost. 
jin bonds are voted the approxi- 
mately $400,000 structure will be 
erected. Actual cost to the dis- 


trict will be the $195,000 in bonds | 


and the $35,000 in bond interest. 
Due to state school laws it is 
impossible for the board of cdu- 
cation to accumulate a building 
fund. Whenever the auditorium is 
erected the bond issue method will 
have to be used. Voting of bonds 
now will mean the actual cost to 
the district will be considerably 
less due to the PWA grant and 
due to the possibility of increas- 
ed building costs in the future. 


The committee is to meet again| 


next Monday, at which time the 
captains will report on the result 
of their solicitation of voters. A 
large mass meeting 1s scheduled 
for Oct. 1 in the junior college 
auditorium.
